Ten  Candles  Blaze 


We  at  SAMPAN  see: 

Ten  candles  blazing.  A  decade  past. 

In  October  1977,  the  first  publication  bearing  the  name 
SAMPAN  hit  the  streets  in  Boston  Chinatown.  (It  is  probably 
a  gross  exaggeration  to  call  that  first  issue  of  the  SAMPAN  a 
publication — it  was  all  of  three  pages  announcing  a 
Halloween  party,  a  TV  program  on  Chinatown  and  services  at 
the  Chinese  American  Civic  Association’s  brand  new 
Multi-Service  Center.  It  was  a  modest  issue  bearing  little 
resemblance  to  today  ’  s  publication . ) 

But  from  those  humble  beginnings — a  newspaper  cranked 
out  in  the  basement  of  a  local  school,  hand-collated  over 
coffee  aiid  cookies— has  emerged  the  SAMPAN. 

As  we' celebrate  our  “birthday,”  it  gives  us  the  opportunity 
to  commemorate  the  passage  of  both  time  and  history,  stop  to 
reflect  on  our  ten  years  of  growth  and  change.  We  also  need 
to  stop  to  re-examine,  re-think  and  re-state  our  purposes  and 
goals,  and  to  begin  to  plan  and  prepare  for  the  decade  ahead 
of  us. 

Flip  through  back  issues  of  the  SAMPAN  and  we  have 
unraveled  before  us  a  record  of  important  Chinatown  events 
and  a  timetable  that  provides  us  with  perspective.  As  we  look 
back,  the  SAMPAN  started  its  second  issue  with  a  report  on 
Mayor  Kevin  White  seeking  a  lease  from  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority  for  Edison  Park  (now  called  Pagoda 
Park).  Also  ten  years  ago,  tenants  of  Tai  Tung  Village  moved 
into  the  ;$7. 5  million  complex  after  ten  years  of  construction 
delays.  The  SAMPAN’s  first  investigative  piece  was  a 
three-part  series  in  1973  on  the  problems  plaguing  the 
development.  We  also  ran  a  tenant  survey  of  life  in  Tai  Tung 
Village. 

In  1974,  the  YMCA  celebrated  its  60th  anniversary  and 
then-CBS  Washington  correspondent  Connie  Chung  was  the 
keynote  speaker.  In  1975,  two  brothers  in  Charlestown  were 
arrested  on  assault  and  murder  charges.  The  SAMPAN 
carried  the  event  as  its  front  page  story  in  three  issues, 
starting  with  efforts  by  Chinatown  to  raise  $10,000  toward  a 
defense  fund  (the  goal  was  accomplished)  and  the  eventual 
acquittal, 

SAMPAN  covered  these  events  as  it  did  many  others:  from 
the  ground  breaking  for  the  Quincy  Tower  elderly  complex  to 
the  1976  formal  dedication  of  Josiah  Quincy  School,  from  the 
early  discussion  on  urban  renewal  Lafayette  plans  and  City 
commitment  to  set  aside  housing  loans  for  Chinatown  to  the 
recent  extortion  allegations  in  Chinatown.  Meanwhile,  the 
SAMPAN  kept  growing,  from  its  first  neanderthal  issue  to 
today’s  contemporary-looking  phototypeset  and  newsprint 
publication  with  clean  graphics. 

The  newspaper  is  still,  as  it  was  at  its  beginning,  a 
publication  serving  the  Chinese  community  and  staffed 
primarily  by  volunteers.  There  have  been  paid  staff  people  in 
only  two  of  its  ten  years  of  operation. 

The  long  range  plans  and  goals  of  the  SAMPAN  have 
broadened  over  the  years.  At  a  committee  meeting  SAMPAN 
volunteers  and  staffers  in  May  1982,  a  set  of  specific 
objectives  summarizing  what  we  hope  the  SAMPAN  will  do 
over  the  next  decade  were  identified.  We  share  these  with 
you  now:

Local  Chinese  Demand  Immediate 
Revision  Of  Japan’s  Textbooks

On  the  51st  anniversary  of  the 
Japanese  invasion  of  Manchur¬ 
ia,  over  800  persons  rallied  to 
protest  passages  in  new  Japan¬ 
ese  high  school  history  text¬ 
books  that  would,  according  to  a 
letter  of  protest  delivered  to  the 
Japanese  consulate  in  Boston, 
“shirk  Japan’s  historical  role  as 
an  aggressor  during  World  War 
H.” 

Samuel  Yip,  who  helped 
organize  the  September  17  rally 
in  front  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
Building,  which  houses  the 
Japanese  consulate,  said  the 
purpose  of  the  rally  was  to 
demand  that  the  Japanese 
government  revise  its  textbooks 
“immediately.”  He  said  exam¬ 
ples  of  objectionable  passages 
were  use  of  the  word  “ad¬ 
vance”  for  the  Japanese  in¬ 


vasion  of  China  and  the  word 
“riot”  for  the  Korean  uprising 
against  Japanese  occupation 
during  World  War  II.  Also 
found  objectionable  was  an 
attempt  to  justify  the  Rape  of 
Nanking  in  1937,  during  which 
300,000  Chinese  were  massa¬ 
cred,  as  an  event  provoked  by 
Chinese  soldiers  in  “a  period  of 
confusion.” 

Addressing  a  crowd  of  about 
800  persons,  many  of  whom 
held  signs  saying  “Japan  is  #1 
Liar,”  “18  Million  Victims,” 
“Put  Truth  in  Textbooks,”  and 
“Remember  Asia’s  Holo¬ 
caust,”  Beatrice  Lee  said,  “The 
new  textbooks  grossly  distort 
Japan’s  actions  during  World 
War  Two.  We’re  not  here  to 
express  anger  at  thte  Japanese 
people  but  at  the  Japanese 
government.  The  government 
has  been  vague  and  ambiguous 


on  changing  the  textbooks.” 

Bill  Chin,  chairman  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevo¬ 
lent  Association,  told  the  crowd 
that  “History  provides  us  with 
lessons.  The  Chinese  need  to 
know  the  good  and  bad  parts  of 
their  history  and  so  do  the 
Japanese.  Many  of  us  suffered 
when  the  Japanese  invaded  our 
country  and  destroyed  our 
homes.  Rewriting  history  is  the 
first  step  in  repeating  it.” 

Phil  Wha  Yao,  president  of 
the  Harvard  Korean  Students 
Club,  asked  rhetorically,  “How 
would  Americans  feel  if  Japan 
suddenly  said  the  attack  on 
Pearl  Harbor  was  necessary  for 
self-defense?” 

Participants  at  the  rally  re¬ 
flected  the  diverse,  local  Chi¬ 
nese  population.  The  crowd

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Leong  And  O  Bryon  Resign  From  CEDC;Construction  Begins  On  Oxford  St.  Housing

Despite  high  level  personnel 
changes  and  staffing  cutbacks 
at  the  Chinese  Economic  De¬ 
velopment  Council  (CEDC)  re¬ 
cently,  construction  finally  be- 

fan  October  1  on  the  Oxford 
treet  Housing  project  in  China¬ 
town. 

The  CEDC  Board  of  Directors 
September  27  formally  accepted 
the  resignation  of  Bill  Leong  as 
executive  director  and  Michael 
O  Bryon  as  director  of  business 
development.  Tom  Swaim,  pre¬ 
viously  comptroller,  was  named 
acting  executive  director  and 
Robert  Leigh  appointed  vice 
president  of  the  agency’s  Realty 
Corporation.  (The  position  of 
president  of  the  Realty  Corp., 
which  was  formerly  held  by 
Leong,  remains  vacant.)  Swaim 
and  Leigh  are  now  the  only  two 
administrators  at  CEDC  along 
with  three  part-time  support 
staff. 

According  to  Leong,  he  and  0 
Bryon  were  leaving  CEDC  to 
begin  their  own  Boston-based 
private  venture  capital  com¬ 


pany,  Enterprise  Formation 
Corporation.  The  new  company, 
U’ Bryon  added,  "'will  noi  De 
utilizing  the  same  programs  as 
CEDC,  but  follows  more  the 
Reagan  philosophy  of  private 
sector  involvement.”  Leong 
identified  CEDC  Board  member 
Y.T.  Li  and  Nan  Liu  of  Texas  as 
being  other  partners  in  the 
corporation. 

When  asked  about  the  timing 
of  their  resignations— CEDC 
would  no  longer  receive  admin¬ 
istrative  funding  by  the  federal 
government  as  of  October  1  and 
the  Boylston  Building  project  is 
still  under  threat  of  foreclosure 
by  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Boston— Leong  replied,  “Mike 
and  I  are  developers.  CEDC  has 
a  lot  of  assets  to  manage.  Our 
forte  is  really  development.  .  . 
The  organization  is  strong 
enough  now,  and  Tom  is  an 
excellent  asset  manager . 
CEDC  is  living  off  its  assets 
now.  ’ 

O  Bryon  added,  “In  a  way  its 
an  unfortunate  circumstance.

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Fall  1983  Occupancy  Projected  For  Old  Quincy  School 


The  old  Quincy  School,  va¬ 
cant  since  1976,  will  undergo 
extensive  renovations  to  be¬ 
come  a  mixed -use  social  service 
and  housing  venture. 

This  $1  million  dollar  project 
is  being  planned  by  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  New  England  (CCBA) 
to  provide  permanent  quarters 
for  the  CCBA,  Kwong  Kow 
Chinese  School  and  other  Chi¬ 
natown  social  service  organiza¬ 
tions.  In  addition,  the  CCBA  is 
lanning  to  develop  11  units  of 
ousing  on  the  site  to  be  sold  as 
townhouses  and  condominiums. 

Fall  1983  occupancy  is  antici¬ 
pated  for  both  the  community 


space  and  housing. 

The  old  Quincy  School  located 
at  90  Tyler  Street  in  Boston’s 
Chinatown  had  been  built  in 
1847  as  a  model  school,  the  first 
school  in  the  United  States  to  be 
arranged  by  grade.  It  has 
provided  elementary  education 
to  generations  of  Chinese  Am¬ 
ericans  raised  in  Chinatown. 
The  school  was  closed  in  1976 
upon  the  completion  of  the 
Quincy  Community  School  on 
Washington  Street. 

In  1975,  the  Mayor  gave  the 
CCBA  tentative  designation  to 
develop  the  old  Quincy  School 
into  a  Chinese  Community 
Center.  Although  the  CCBA  has 
had  several  feasibility  studies 
done,  it  has  not  made  a 


commitment  to  develop  the 
building  until  this  past  year. 

The  CCBA  has  successfully 
raised  $120,000  in  contributions 
from  the  Republic  of  China  for 
this  project.  The  City  of  Boston 
made  a  community  develop¬ 
ment  block  grant  of  $75,000  to 
this  project  in  1975  which  has 
remained  unused.  A  number  of 
grant  requests  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  foundations  and  cor¬ 
porations  for  this  project.  The 
Provident  Institution  for  Sav¬ 
ings  recently  granted  $3,600  to 
the  CCBA  and  Kwong  Kow 
Chinese  School  for  this  project. 
Jung-Brannen  Associates  has 
been  engaged  as  the  architect 
for  this  project. 

The  main  building  will  be 


renovated  into  12  classroom 
offices,  a  library  and  a  commun¬ 
ity  meeting  room.  New  electri¬ 
cal,  plumbing  and  heating 
systems  will  be  installed.  There 
will  be  handicap  access  ramps 
into  the  community  meeting 
room  on  the  basement  level  as 
well  as  to  social  service  space  on 
the  first  floor.  Space  will  be 
reserved  for  the  installation  of 
an  elevator  at  a  later  date. 

The  CCBA  decided  to  include 
11  units  of  housing  as  part  of 
this  Project  as  a  mechanism  to 
finance  the  community  center 
renovation.  Along  Hudson 
Street,  there  will  be  six  duplex 
2-bedroom  townhouses  con¬ 
structed  with  11  parking  units 
under  the  townhouses.  There 


Way  Cleared  For  Garment  Industry  Relocation  To  South  Boston

The  way  has  been  finally 
cleared  for  the  relocation  of  the 
garment  center  from  Chinatown 
to  South  Boston  with  the  recent 
purchase  of  Army  Base  Build¬ 
ing  114  by  the  City  for  $3.5 
million  and  the  acquisition  of  a 
federal  grant  of  $3.7  million  for 
renovations. 

Lee  Chelminiak,  spokesper¬ 
son  for  the  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  and  Industrial  Corporation 
(EDIC),  the  city  agency  respon¬ 
sible  for  relocating  the  garment 
center,  said  “The  project  is  a 
definite  go.  We’ll  start  making 
contracts  for  renovations  in  the 
next  couple  of  months.  We’re 
still  hoping  for  a  completion 
date  of  Summer  1983.  The 
companies  could  start  moving  in 
then.” 


The  Urban  Development  Ac¬ 
tion  Grant  of  $3.7  million 
granted  by  the  federal  depart¬ 
ment  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  had  been  held  up 
pending  purchase  of  the  build¬ 
ing  by  EDIC  from  the  General 
Services  Administration. 

(GSA).  EDIC  and  GSA  had 
separately  appraised  the  build¬ 
ing’s  worth  at  $4  million  and 
$1.5  million  respectively  and 
had  negotiated  the  purchase 
price  to  within  $250,000.  In  the 
face  of  day  by  day  extensions 
from  HUD  on  the  grant  dead¬ 
line,  the  GSA  agreed  to  make 
up  the  difference  from  $1.6 
million  they  owe  EDIC  from  a 
recent  lawsuit  settlement  con¬ 
cerning  the  sale  of  the  Boston 
Marine  Industrial  Park  to  EDIC 
in  1975.  GSA  is  nevertheless 
appealing  the  settlement  ruling 
while  the  $1.6  million  is  held  in 


escrow, 

Dan  Fishbein,  project  man¬ 
ager  of  the  relocation  effort, 
said  that  at  present  34  compan¬ 
ies  would  be  involved  in  the 
move  affecting  some  2,000 
employees,  many  of  whom  are 


Chinese  women.  Fishbein  said 
EDIC  is  negotiating  with  the 
MBTA  for  special  bus  service 
for  the  garment  workers  bet¬ 
ween  Building  114  and  the 
intersection  of  Harrison  Avenue 
and  Beach  Street  in  Chinatown.

included  professionals,  stu¬ 
dents,  community  workers,  mo¬ 
thers,  elderly,  youth,  toddlers, 
residents  of  the  suburbs  as  well 
as  Chinatown,  and  immigrants 
from  Hong  Kong,  Taiwan  and 
mainland  China.  Some  travelled 
some  distance  and  took  time  off 
from  school  and  work  to  attend. 
Yip  observed  that  the  Boston 
rally  was  unique  in  its  ability  to 
ain  the  support  of  Chinese  of 
ifferent  backgrounds  and  poli¬ 
tical  persuasions  on  this  one 
issue.  He  noted  that  Chinese 
communities  in  other  cities 
around  the  country  were  not  as 
successful  in  unifying  the  vari¬ 
ous  groups. 

Shih  Ming  Chiang,  who  came 
with  twelve  other  students  from 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Insti¬ 
tute,  said,  “We  are  very  angry 
with  what  Japan  is  doing  and 
we  are  trying  to  change  their 
mind.”  Mei-Lin  Kao,  originally 
from  Taiwan,  remarked,  “We 
spent  eight  years  fighting  the 
Japanese.  We  didn’t  ask  for 
anything  in  reparations.  Japan 
should  have  a  better  sense  of 
responsibility.” 

Elaine  Tang,  president  of  the 
Northeastern  University  Chi¬ 
nese  Students  Club  and  origin¬ 
ally  from  Hong  Kong,  said 
“They  killed  300,000  people. 
Chopped  heads  off.  This  is  what 
they  don’t  want  their  kids  to 
know.  We  want  them  to  put  the 
facts  of  history  straight  so  their 
children  can  learn.” 

A  three-person  delegation  led 
by  Bill  Chin  then  entered  the 
Federal  Reserve  Building  to 
deliver  an  “open  letter’’  and  a 
petition  bearing  the  signatures 
of  more  than  200,000  “Chinese 
and  concerned  Americans”  of 
greater  Boston  to  Japanese 
Prime  Minister  Zenko  Suzuki 
via  the  Japanese  consulate.  The 
letter  condemned  Education 
Minister  Heiji  Ogawa  for 
“shameful  efforts”  in  approv¬ 
ing  the  new  textbooks  and 
demanded  a  public  apology 
from  the  Japanese  government 
as  well  as  an  immediate  text¬ 
book  retision. 

The  Japanese  Consul  General 
Takeo  iguchi  refused  to  accept 


the  letter  or  meet  with  the 
delegation.  Chin  said.  The 
delegation  negotiated  with 
Vice-Consul  General  Kojiro 
Uchiyama  during  which  time 
the  crowd  outside  sang  Chinese 
patriotic  songs  and  chanted 
“Iguchi,  get  down  here!”, 
“Iguchi,  shame  on  you!”  and 
“Japan:  Liar— Butcher- 

Aggressor!”  After  almost  half 
an  hour,  Uchiyama  agreed  to 
allow  the  delegation  to  enter  the 
consulate  offices  and  there 
accepted  the  letter  of  protest, 
according  to  Bill  Chin’s  remarks 
to  the  crowd  afterward. 

In  a  telephone  interview 
later,  Uchiyama  confirmed  re¬ 
ceipt  of  the  letter  from  the 


delegation  and  promised  it 
would  be  forwarded  to  Suzuki. 
When  asked  about  the  textbook 
controversy,  he  said  the  Japan¬ 
ese  government,  acknowledg¬ 
ing  protest  from  the  Peoples 
Republic  of  China  and  South 
Korea,  had  promised  to  change 
the  “authorization  criteria”  for 
the  textbooks  and  would  report 
on  those  changes  by  November. 

He  said  further,  “the  Japan¬ 
ese  government  has  agreed  to 
revise  the  textbooks  by  1985. 
The  government  has  explained 
the  schedule  of  revision  and  the 
Chinese  and  Korean  govern¬ 
ments  accepted  this  schedule  on 
September  9.  The  Chinese 
government  has  also  reserved 


the  right  to  make  comments  on 
the  changes.” 

Uchiyama  said  he  explained 
the  scheduled  revision  of 
changes  to  the  delegation  but 
they  just  continued  to  ask  for 
immediate  revision  of  the  text¬ 
books.  “But  this  is  impos¬ 
sible,”  he  concluded. 

Later,  Samuel  Yip  said  that 
“of  course  we  understand  they 
cannot  literally  make  the  chan¬ 
ges  immediately.  But  we  feel 
we  must  keep  up  the  pressure 
on  them  to  do  so  as  soon  as 
possible.  If  Japan  does  not 
change  its  textbooks,  we  will 
continue  to  protest  in  many 
ways,  including  boycotting 
Japanese  goods.” 

The  controversy  first  devel¬ 
oped  in  June  when  the  new 
textbooks  were  revealed  for  the 
first  time.  The  new  edition  is 
scheduled  to  be  in  classroom 
use  in  April  1983,  the  beginning 
of  the  next  academic  year. 
Because  textbooks  are  revised 
only  every  three  years,  the  next 
edition  would  not  normally  be  in 
classroom  use  until  April  1986. 
Despite  conflicting  reports  on 
the  exact  date  and  without  an 
official  government  statement, 
Uchiyama ’s  remarks  appear  to 
indicate  the  disputed  textbooks 
would  be  in  classroom  use  for  at 
least  two  years. 

The  rally  was  organized  by 
the  Committee  to  Stop  Japan’s 
Distortion  of  World  War  II 
History,  an  ad  hoc  group  of  ten 
professionals,  students  and  ed¬ 
ucators  from  the  greater  Boston 
area.  The  committee  raised  over 
$10,000  in  contributions,  about 
$800  of  which  came  from 
Chinatown,  to  buy  advertise¬ 
ments  in  local  newspapers. 
According  to  Yip,  the  unused 
portion  of  the  funds,  about 
$3000,  will  be  donated  to  the 
South  Cove  Community  Health 
Center. 

Yip  noted  that  on  Sept.  26 
committee  members  voted  to 
dissolve  their  group,  which  had 
accomplished  its  goal  of  organ¬ 
izing  the  rally,  and  to  form  a 
new  group,  Boston’s  Committee 
to  Stop  Japan’s  Distortion  of 
World  War  II  History,  whose 
major  thrust  will  be  to  work  for 
the  revision  of  the  textbooks.

are  also  5  units  of  one-  and 
two-bedroom  condominiums 
being  planned  for  the  wing  of 
the  school  building  facing  Tyler 
Street,  adjacent  to  the  Mary- 
knoll  Sisters  Center. 

The  CCBA  has  received,  low 
interest  set-aside  mortgage 
from  the  Provident  Institution 
for  Savings  and  Shawmut  Bank 
of  Boston  for  these  units  under 
the  Mass.  Housing  Finance 
Agency’s  (MHFA)  Single  Fami¬ 
ly  Program.  Prices  for  the 
renovated  units  will  be  under 
the  MHFA  $58, 100  limit  and  the 
townhouses  will  be  under  the 
$71,300  limit  for  new  construc¬ 
tion. 

Currently,  the  CCBA  is  await¬ 
ing  an  updated  designation 
letter  from  the  City’s  Public 
Facilities  Department.  It  is  also 
seeking  construction  financing 
through  several  local  banks  and 
seeking  a  contractor  for  the  job.

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Filmmaking  Through  The  Eyes  Of  Wayne  Wang

Waves,  calm,  gray,  and  even, 
fill  the  screen.  Eyes  strain 
futilely  to  discern  something 
solid,  definable  amidst  the 
rippling  mass.

“I  swim  a  lot.  Water  affects 
my  perception  of  things.

The  timing  is  coincidental ...  (It 
would  be  unwise)  to  burden 
CEDC  with  our  additional  salar¬ 
ies  at  this  time.  Everything  is  in 
pretty  good  shape.” 

Although  construction  has 
begun  and  most  of  the  financing 
is  in  place  for  the  Oxford  Street 
Housing,  the  CEDC  Board  in 
early  October  was  still  contend¬ 
ing  with  another  problem.  The 
Board  was  seeking  to  release 
the  project  from  any  liability 
should  the  lirst  National  bank 
foreclose  on  the  Boylston  Build¬ 
ing  project.  In  order  to  obtain 
that  release,  $300,000  has  to  be 
raised  to  pay  the  interest  on  a 
loan  from  the  bank  for  the 
purchase  of  the  Boylston  Build¬ 
ing. 

As  of  early  October,  various 
Board  members  had  pledged  a 
total  of  $230,000  in  letters  of 
credit  to  the  First  National. 
Board  members  stated  that  this 
unprecedented  action  attests  to 
their  commitment  to  work  for 
rather  than,  as  some  critics 
have  charged,  take  away  from 
the  Chinese  community. 

The  Oxford  Street  Housing 
project  is  expected  to  be 
completed  and  ready  for  occu¬ 
pancy  in  ten  months,  according 
to  Leigh.  It  will  provide  39  units 
of  subsidized  housing  and  will 
include  a  small  park. 

He  added  that  CEDC  has 
obtained  a  letter  of  commitment 
from  the  Dept,  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  (HUD)  for 
$8.3  million  in  Section  8  fund¬ 
ing,  which  means  the  federal 
government  will  provide  about 
$400,000  annually  for  20  years 
to  subsidize  rents.  Leigh  said  he 
expected  the  final  closing  pro¬ 
cess  to  come  at  the  end  of  the 
first  week  of  October.  The 
project  also  received  $2.2  mil¬ 
lion  in  construction  and  $2.1 
million  in  permanent  financing 
from  the  Massachusetts  Hous¬ 
ing  Finance  Agency  (MHFA)  in 
early  September.  The  $2.1 
million  permanent  financing 
will  be  insured  by  HUD,  said 
Leigh.  On  October  4,  the  Office 
of  Community  Services  also 
awarded  the  project  a  $197,000 
Health  and  Human  Services 
grant  for  equity  to  help  close  the 
project. 

According  to  Leigh,  MHFA 
regulations  stipulate  that  CEDC 
will  be  limited  to  receiving 
$12,000  per  year  from  Oxford 
Street  Housing  revenues.

the  concept  as  an  organizing 
structure.  “The  film  deals  with 
two  elements  working  with  each 
other,  particularly  in  terms  of 
things  that  are  evident  and 
things  that  are  not.” 

At  the  end  of  the  film,  Jo,  the 
protagonist  who  has  led  the 
audience  through  the  streets  of 
San  Francisco’s  Chinatown  in 
search  of  Chan  Hung,  concedes 
that  his  problem  lies  in  believ¬ 
ing  what  he  sees  and  hears.  He 
takes  out  a  snapshot  of  himself 
standing  next  to  Chan  Hung,  a 
figure  shielded  by  shadow,  and 
notes  with  humor,  “I  still  can’t 
see  him.” 

“What  is  not  immediately 
evident  to  you  can  be  very 
important,”  Wang  explained. 
“I  wanted  Chan  not  to  appear 
physically  and  not  to  tell  his 
side  of  the  story  so  everything 
you  learn  about  him  is  from 
other  people.  In  the  end,  your 
conception  of  him  is  based  on 
your  own  judgment.  You  are 
responsible  for  creating  him 
based  on  concrete  information 
from  the  film.” 

Wayne  Wang  received  his 
master’s  degree  in  filmmaking 
from  California  College  of  Arts 
and  Crafts.  He  describes  the 
school  as  “strong  in  experimen¬ 
tal  films.”  He  studied  avant- 
garde  filmmakers  like  Stan 
Brakhage  and  Larry  Jordan, 
whose  works  were  devoid  of 
narrative  and  story  line. 

Besides  feeling  that  formula 
movies  are  boring  to  make, 
Wang  believes  that  the  estab¬ 
lished,  Hollywood  mode  of 
conveying  reality  on  film  is 
extremely  deceptive. 

“The  whole  world  is  actually 
movies.  Hollywood  tends  to 
make  picture  and  sound  support 
a  certain  ideology,  and  a 
language  has  been  developed  to 
do  that.  It’s  very  subversive. 
Hollywood  films  start  off  a 
scene  by  shooting  two  people  in 
a  specific  environment,  for 
instance.  It  shows  one  looking 
at  the  other,  then  the  other 
looking  back.  This  (type  of 
visual  dialogue)  has  been  de¬ 
veloped  over  time  to  fool  you 
that  this  is  reality.  But  there  are 
many  ways  to  deal  with  two 
people  in  a  room  that  brings  out 
other  aspects  about  their  rela¬ 
tionship. 

“Another  example  is  a  dog 
dying  in  a  pool  of  blood.  You  are 
presented  with  two  pictures;

one  is  a  little  kid  crying,  which 
is  consistent.  That’s  what  Holly¬ 
wood  usually  does.  The  other  is 
a  picture  of  a  kid  smiling,  which 
'shows  another  side  of  the 
situation.  Maybe  the  dog  had  a 
disease  and  it’s  been  shot  and 
it’s  a  good  thing.  It’s  important 
for  us  to  recognize  the  two  sides 
of  any  situation.  The  world  isn’t 
just  one  way.  We  don’t  have  to 
deal  with  one  way  of  living  that 
is  middle-class  and  consumer- 
istic.” 

In  CHAN  IS  MISSING,  Wang 
playfully  examines  the  way  in 
which  Chinese  Americans  per¬ 
ceive  themselves  and  those 
around  them.  Strolling  down  an 
alley,  Jo  and  his  Richard 
Pryor-like  nephew,  Steve,  re¬ 
count  an  incident  with  Chan 
Hung,  who  in  keeping  with 
traditional  Chinese  custom  had 
given  Jo  his  new  silk  jacket 
because  Jo  had  praised  it. 
Steve,  in  turn,  had  taunted 
Chan  Hung  by  asking  him  if  he 
would  give  away  his  pants  if 
someone  complimented  it. 
Steve,  a  hip,  American-born 
Chinese,  was  baffled  by  Chan’s 
flustered  reaction. 

“It  was  just  a  joke,”  he 
complains  to  Jo.  “Why’d  he 
have  to  get  all  embarrassed  like 
that?” 


As  Jo  draws  the  shade  over 
the  window  of  his  apartment 
later,  he  tells  the  audience  that 
the  joke  was  really  on  Steve. 
“Chan  Hung  told  me  that  he 
sometimes  plays  up  being  a 
F.O.B.  (Fresh  Off  the  Boat)  just 
to  upset  Steve.” 

Wayne  Wang  is  intent  on 
showing  the  complexities  and 
contradictions  in  people  as  well 
as  situations.  “CHAN  IS  MIS¬ 
SING  is  a  reaction  to  the  Charlie 
Chan  films  which  have  estab¬ 
lished  a  lot  of  stereotypes  about 
us.  I  feel  that  there  should  be 
alternatives  to  those  things.” 

In  another  interview,  Wang 
had  stated  that  he  hoped  to 
reveal  the  “distinctly  individual 
sensibilities  about  the  struggle 
between  being  a  Chinese  living 
in  America,  a  Chinese  Ameri¬ 
can,  and  an  American,  per  se.’’ 

He  defines  a  “Chinese  living 
in  America’’  as  an  immigrant 
who  wants  to  maintain  only 
Chinese  values,  eat  Chinese 
food,  and  have  as  little  as 
possible  to  do  with  white 
American  culture.  The  “Ameri¬ 
can,  per  se,”  is  a  person  of 
Chinese  ancestry  who  does  not 
want  to  be  Chinese,  does  not 
associate  with  Chinatown,  and 
cannot  speak  or  understand  the 
Chinese  language.  The  Chinese 


American  is  somewhere  in 
between. 

“These  are  extremes,” 
Wang  admits.  “I  think  that 
there  are  varying  shades  of  all 
these  types.  In  the  film,  I  tried 
to  cover  quite  a  few  of  them,  in 
terms  of  their  accents,  their 
language,  how  they  look  and 
what  they  believe  in.” 

When  asked  why  Chan  never 
appears,  the  33-year-old  direc¬ 
tor’s  immediate  response  was, 
“We  couldn’t  afford  an  actor.” 
Because  of  shortage  of  funds, 
the  film  relied  on  performances 
contributed  by  people  from  the 
Chinatown  community.  Wang 
picked  from  acquaintances,  co¬ 
workers,  friends  who  “would  be 
interesting  for  the  movie,  hams 
on  the  screen  basically  playing 
themselves.  The  movie  just 
grew  out  of  the  community.  ’  ’ 

For  the  past  ten  years,  Wang 
has  consciously  reimmersed 
himself  in  the  Chinese  environ¬ 
ment  and  culture.  He  felt  that 
he  had  lost  a  part  of  himself  that 
was  Chinese  after  graduation 
from  the  predominantly  white 
college.  “I  started  reading  more 
Chinese,  speaking  more  Chi¬ 
nese,  going  back  to  Hong  Kong, 
working  in  Chinatown,  and 
finding  that  part  of  me  again.” 

Though  his  parents  live  in 
Hong  Kong,  they  are  western¬ 
ized.  “My  father  has  always 
done  business  with  American 
companies.  He  used  to  say 
everything  American  is  better, 
buy  American  (goods),  watch 
American  movies,  and  go  to 
America  to  go  to  school.” 

Wang  feels  that  his  back¬ 
ground  has  sensitized  him  to 
cultural  differences.  “I’m  not 
Chinese,  I’m  not  American,  and 
I’m  not  really  Chinese  Ameri¬ 
can;  I  am  basically  a  F.O.B.  who 
is  well  adjusted... I  am,  in  a 
sense,  a  walking  clash  of 
cultures.” 

That  Chan  Hung  is  still 
missing  and  questions  remain 
unanswered  at  the  end  of  the 

film  is  Wang’s  attempt  to 

present  a  form  of  mystery  that 
is  more  eastern  than  western. 
Wang  has  not  researched  east¬ 
ern  philosophies  in  depth, 
though  he  offers  the  audience  a 
Zen  koan  about  looking  into  a 
puddle  to  find  the  answer.  The 
filmmaker  is  intrigued  by  the 
way  in  which  a  Chinese  might

•  To  provide  whatever  information  which  can  be  of  help  in 
improving  the  future  and  lives  of  Chinese  in  this  community , 
through  better  understanding  and  awareness; 

•  To  provide  a  credible  base  of  information  that  is  impartial 
and  not  influenced  or  perceived  to  be  influenced  by  any  one 
organization  or  political  perspective; 

•  To  promote  bilingual,  bicultural  ethnic  identity  for  Chinese 
Americans. 

In  the  year  ahead,  we  will  share  with  our  readers  our 
agonies,  our  growth,  our  successes  and  our  plans  in  a 
year-long  series  of  articles  focusing  on  SAMPAN. 

Next  month  we  share  with  you  our  history,  some  known 
publicly,  some  little  known,  about  SAMPAN,  its  roots,  its 
growing  pains, its  development  over  the  past  ten  years. 

Keeping  the  SAMPAN  alive  has  been  a  test  of  people  and  a 
complex  mesh  of  financing,  contributions  and  advertising. 
(We  started  our  first  Chinese  New  Year’s  issue  with  two 
advertisers  and  a  page  of  individual  supports.)  December’s 
issue  will  contain  a  background  piece  on  city  funds, 


supportive  advertisers,  contributors  and  a  look  at  how  the 
SAMPAN  survives  financially. 

People  make  the  SAMPAN.,  Profiles  of  staff  volunteers, 
past  and  present,  will  provide  some  insight  into  the  corps  of 
individuals  over  the  years  who  have  made  significant 
contributions.  It’s  also  our  way  of  recognizing  and  thanking 
the  many  people  who  have  literally  donated  hundreds  of 
hours. 

If  there  is  a  purpose  in  the  SAMPAN,  a  key  part  of  it  is  to 
chronicle  the  history  of  Boston  Chinatown.  There  is  no  other 
vehicle  available  which  provides  regular  on-going  reportage 
of  events  that  affect  Boston  Chinatown,  the  Boston  Chinese 
community  and  its  critical  activities.  The  SAMPAN  looks 
back  over  its  nearly  100  issues  covering  the  past  ten  years  to 
recount  Chinatown  history— as  we  reported  it  in  the 
SAMPAN. 

What  contributions  has  the  SAMPAN  made?  What  does 
the  community  think  of  the  SAMPAN  and  how  is  it  viewed?  A 
guest  writer  will  give  an  account  of  what  the  community 
perceives  the  SAMPAN  to  be. 

A  small,  but  important  part  of  our  readership  is  outside  of 
Boston.  Our  distribution  includes  schools  and  universities, 
government  agencies,  Chinese  in  Canada  and  several  states. 
We  will  survey  our  readers  and  solicit  their  comments  and 
their  views  of  the  SAMPAN  in  the  March  1983  issue. 

Our  strength  as  a  community  newspaper  is  that  it  serves  a 
bilingual  community.

The  “parent”  of  the  SAMPAN  over  the  course  of  its  ten 
years  is  the  Chinese  American  Civic  Association.  We  take  a 
look  at  that  relationship,  the  role  of  CACA  in  the  Chinese 
community  and  its  history  of  discussion/debate  about  giving 
birth  to  the  SAMPAN. 

Next  August,  we  propose  an  open  forum  on  the  SAMPAN 
in  the  SAMPAN.  We  hope  to  hear  from  you  about  your 
thoughts  as  readers  about  the  SAMPAN  and  our  series  of 
articles.  The  SAMPAN  cannot  serve  itself  in  isolation,  we 
look  to  our  readers  for  commentary  and  feedback. 

And  in  our  September  1983  issue  we  look  at  the  editorial 
past,  present  and  future  of  the  SAMPAN.

think  or  view  the  world  differ¬ 
ently  from  a  westerner.  “CHAN 
is  consciously  structured  so  that 
it  does  not  have  a  linear,  logical 
ending.  It  ends  in  a  more 
circular,  more  interrelated 
way.” 

“I  think  the  audience  need  to 
create  with  the  film.  I  tried  to 
take  them  away  from  associat¬ 
ing  one  specific  meaning  with 
one  specific  image.  I  wanted 
them  to  start  dealing  with  the 
complex  relationship  between 
picture  and  sound .  .  .  The  final 
sequence  of  images  counter¬ 


points  the  lyrics  of  GRAND 
AVENUE  (a  song  from  the 
Hollywood  musical  FLOWER 
DRUM  SONG),  so  that  you 
begin  to  see  the  visuals  in 
Chinatown  in  a  slightly  different 
way.  You  begin  to  understand 
the  lyrics  in  a  different  way 
because  of  the  visuals.” 

As  Wang’s  camera  looks 
through  the  steam-filled  win¬ 
dow  of  a  restaurant,  and  frames 
of  deserted  rooftops  and 
peopled  streets  flash  on  the 
screen,  one  cannot  help  but 
recall  reflections  of  the  under¬ 
side  of  roofs  and  facades  of 
buildings  on  the  windshield  of 
Jo’s  cab  when  he  first  drove 
through  the  bustling  streets  of 
Chinatown.

CDBG  Final  Statement  Open  For  Public  Review 


The  City  of  Boston’s  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Development  and  Em¬ 
ployment  Agency  (NDEA)  an¬ 
nounces  that  the  “Final  State¬ 
ment  of  Objectives  and  Pro¬ 
posed  Use  of  Funds  for  the  Year 
Vffl  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  (CDBG)  Program,” 
as  approved  by  the  Boston  City 
Council,  is  available  for  citizen 
review. 

Recent  City  Council  action 
has  authorized  the  City  to  apply 
for  Boston’s  anticipated  Year 
Vm  (July  1,  1982- June  30,  1983) 
formula  funding  of  $23,285,000. 
To  date,  Council  action  has  not 
authorized  the  City  to  expend 
these  funds. 

The  CDBG  Program  is  admin¬ 
istered  by  the  Neighborhood 


Development  and  Employment 
Agency  (NDEA).  Among  the 
programs  planned  by  NDEA 
this  year  are  commercial  revital¬ 
ization  and  housing  improve¬ 
ment  projects,  security  pro¬ 
grams  in  public  housing  devel¬ 
opments  and  neighborhood 
commercial  districts,  and 
employment-related  social  ser¬ 
vices  (adult  basic  education, 
English  as  a  Second  Language 


and  job  placement  efforts,  for 
example).  The  CDBG  program 
will  also  address  the  blighted 
neighborhood  conditions  of 
abandoned  buildings  and  va¬ 
cant  lots  as  well  as  deteriorated 
parks  and  recreational  facilities. 

Interested  citizens  may  pick 
up  a  copy  of  the  Final  Statement 
from  the  NDEA  Public  Informa¬ 
tion  Office,  5th  floor,  15  Beacon 
Street,  Boston.

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The  Chinese  Community  And  Domestic  Violence

The  issue  of  domestic  vio¬ 
lence  in  the  Chinese  culture  has 
“belonged”  within  the  family 
for  centuries.  Whether  violence 
is  between  spouses  and/or 
between  generations,  the  val¬ 
ues  behind  it  remain  the  same. 
In  recent  years  Chinese  women 
have  come  forward  to  protest 
this  injustice  and  to  demand 
changes  in  the  old  value  sys¬ 
tem. 

Women  have  occupied  the 
lowest  status  positions  in  Chi¬ 
nese  society  since  Feudalism.  If 
you  were  a  female  baby  bom  to 
a  poor  family  it  wouldn’t  be 
unusual  for  you  to  be  killed  or 
given  away  to  another  family. 
Having  survived  your  younger 
years,  you  may  have  been  sold 
as  a  servant  or  as  a  prostitute  to 
a  wealthier  household.  If  you 
were  fortunate  enough  to  avoid 
those  choices  more  than  likely 
you  would  be  wed  at  an  early 
age  to  a  man  you  had  never 
seen  before.  After  the  wedding 
you  would  move  into  your 
husband’s  household  and  serve 
your  mother-in-law  in  whatever 
way  she  demanded.  Only  when 
you  had  children  would  the 
relationship  change.  Being  a 
mother  was  the  only  way  up  the 
social  ladder  and  only  male 
children  brought  respect;  a 
mother  of  many  sons  had  power 
in  the  community.  The  birth  of  a 
female  child  was  considered  a 
burden  and  a  curse. 

A  woman  belonged  first  to 
her  father  and  then  later  to 
whatever  man  she  was  associ¬ 
ated  with.  Always  thought  of  as 
a  possession  and  not  as  a 
person,  she  could  only  expect  to 
be  treated  as  one.  The  practice 
of  foot-binding  has  not  existed 
for  many  generations  but  it 
serves  as  an  excellent  example 
of  this  attitude.  Though  this 
practice  usually  occurred  in 
upper  class  households  and 
produced  what  was  considered 
a  foot  of  great  beauty,  it  also 
made  it  impossible  for  the 
woman  to  get  around  on  her 
own.  A  situation  of  complete 
dependency  was  created  for 
her. 

Beatings  were  part  of  a 
woman’s  day-to-day  routine, 
whether  it  be  by  a  father, 
master,  husband  or  in-laws, 


they  were  considered  a  viable 
form  of  discipline.  The  relation¬ 
ship  between  a  man  and  “his” 
woman  resembled  that  of  the 
man  and  his  animals;  both  were 
private  and  not  open  to  public 
intervention.  So  that  even  if  a 
woman  wished  to  stop  the 
beatings  there  were  no  alterna¬ 
tives  within  the  culture.  Domes¬ 
tic  problems  remained  and  still 
remain  in  the  family.  One  does 
not  talk  about  family  issues  to 
neighbors  much  less  strangers. 
If  alternatives  are  to  be  offered, 
values  need  to  be  challenged 
and  changed. 

To  blame  this  societal  prob¬ 
lem  on  these  few  values  would 
be  simplifying  the  issue.  Many 
factors  come  into  play  in  a 
couple’s  relationship  which  pro¬ 
duce  strain.  For  families  newly 
immigrated  to  the  United 
States,  the  shock  is  great. 
Settling  in  neighborhoods  such 
as  Boston’s  Chinatown  eases 
some  of  the  stress  of  assimila¬ 
tion  but  it  also  creates  new 
ones.  Differences  in  food, 
dress,  attitudes  are  only  the 
beginning.  Individuals  worry 
about  being  able  to  support 
themselves  and  their  families  in 
a  strange  country.  If  one 
ventures  outside  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  difficulties  are  com¬ 
pounded.  Many  older  immi¬ 
grants  have  no  grasp  of  the 
English  language  nor  the  time 
to  learn  it.  Families  also  face 
the  racism  which  is  so  pervasive 
in  this  country. 

For  men,  the  move  to  the 
U.S.  could  mean  having  to  take 
a  job  which  is  not  only  unrelated 
to  their  previous  work  experi¬ 
ence,  but  also  one  of  a  lower 
status.  It  is  also  very  likely  that 
his  wife  will  be  working.  The 
jobs  readily  available  to  a 
couple  are  in  the  restaurant  and 
textile  industries.  Both  are  low 
paying  and  demand  long  hours. 
For  the  individual  who  formerly 
worked  as  an  engineer  or  a 
technician  the  new  job  could  be 
both  frustrating  and  infuriating. . 

Along  with  poor  working 
conditions,  housing  for  new 
immigrants  is  limited.  There  is 
a  severe  housing  shortage  in  the 


Chinatown  area  and  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  is  continually  threat¬ 
ened  by  the  surrounding  insti¬ 
tutions. 

The  list  of  stresses  is  long  and 
cannot  be  totally  discussed  in 
this  article  but  an  acknowledge¬ 
ment  of  them  is  needed. 
However,  even  with  all  the 
stresses  involved,  it  is  the  old 
values  which  dictate  the  res¬ 
ponse  of  the  family.  Many 
excuses  are  made  for  the  man 
who  beats  his  wife.  Frustrations 
at  his  work  place,  apprehen¬ 
sions  of  supporting  his  house¬ 
hold  produce  a  constant  pres¬ 
sure  and  he  strikes  out  at  home. 
There  is  no  denying  the  hard¬ 
ship  of  living  in  this  society  but 
there  is  no  excusing  the  re¬ 
sponse  some  men  have.  Beating 
out  of  anger,  fear  or  frustration 
is  all  the  same.  It  inflicts  pain 
and  can  badly  injure  a  woman. 

Women  have  died  from  the 
physical  injuries  inflicted  by 
their  spouses. 

However,  they  are  not  the 
only  ones  who  suffer.  Children 
learn  by  the  example  set  by 
their  parents.  When  a  child 
witnesses  a  violence  between 
their  parents  and  sees  it  is 
accepted,  s/he  grows  up  believ¬ 
ing  fists  are  a  form  of  communi¬ 
cation.  Studies  have  shown  that 
a  great  number  of  women  and 
men  involved  in  violent  relation¬ 
ships  have  grown  up  with  it  all 
their  lives.  Alternative  methods 
for  resolving  conflicts  need  to 
be  taught  to  children. 

There  are  many  different 
values  wrhich  accompany  a  move 
to  a  new  country.  One  of  them  is 
that  beating  is  not  acceptable  in 
this  society.  In  Massachusetts, 
it  is  illegal  for  a  man  to  beat  his 
wife.  Violence  is  a  criminal 
offense  and  legal  action  can  be 
taken  to  stop  it.  There  are 
support  systems  in  the  com¬ 
munity  for  women  who  wish  to 
change  their  situation.  South 
Cove  Community  Health  Center 
has  a  Social  Service  component 
where  a  woman  can  receive 
translational  help,  emotional 
support,  and  medical  back-up 
from’  sympathetic  workers. 
However,  this  community  needs 


more.  There  are  services  out¬ 
side  the  community  which  are 
closed  to  Chinese  women  be¬ 
cause  of  language  and  cultural 
differences.  Shelters  for  women 
do  exist  and  Chinese  women 
need  to  become  more  involved 
and  to  demand  more  services 
for  their  community.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  list  are  some  Shelters  or 
Safehomes  located  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts.
